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TO ESTABLISH DICTATORSHIP 

If the coal consumers of the Prairie West ever 
had the idea that the strike orders of November 
21st and December Ist had anything to do with 
miners wages or working conditions they will 
have reason to change their opinion if they read 
the appeal of the U.M.W.A., which appears in a 
certain small poster that is in general circulation. 
The poster bears a Calgary imprint. The impor- 
tant part is as follows: 


Your agreement next spring will be deter- 
mined by the solidarity of the mine workers in 
every camp in district 18: if you are united and 
solid you will be able to say what you want—!! 
you are disorganized and concerned with 
squabbling among yourselves—you will be told 
what you must take, 

Every unorganized camp is a menace to 
any future agreement in district 18, 


“Why should the workers in organized 
camps regard the unorganized otherwise than 
as their enemies, when they refuse ihe oppor- 
tunity to organize. 

“How do you expect to be received when 
you go with an organized camp seeking work?” 


There is not a word about increasing wages 
or improving working conditions. There is the 
promise that ‘“‘if you are united and solid you 
will be able to say what you want.’’ And the 
threat as to what organized camps will do for the 
men who refuse to organize—a delicate reference 
to the occurences at Herrin, Illinois, last summer. 
President John L. Lewis did not order the murder 
of the non-union strip miner at Herrin. 
He merely wired to the local U.M.W.A. that the 
men working in the strip mine—who were not 
miners and were not members of the U.M.W.A.— 
should be treated as strike breakers or ‘‘enemies.’’ 


And they were so treated. All that was neces- 
sary was that they be listed as ‘‘enemies’’; and 
the Ryans and Shermans and Peacocks of Herrin, 
and their ‘‘organization,’’ did the rest. 


THEY REFUSE TO GET OUT 


The notion that there would or might be & 
rush of farmers from southern Alberta into the 
more northerly districts this winter has not been 
justified. It has been given out at Ottawa that not 
more than 300 settlers in the southern areas have 
availed themselves of the privilege of re-home- 


steading in central and northern sections. 
This number may be inereased before 
spring, but it dispels the idea that the 


farmers in the dry belt were only waiting for this 
invitation to pull up stakes and trek north en 
masse, No doubt more would have come if they 
had not been anchored to their present holdings 
by financial obligations and heavy investments. 
Whatever the reasons, the first important fact is 
that all but a trifling fraction are sticking to their | 
farms, despite the successive discouragements of | 
former years. 

The privilege of homesteading somewhere else 
has thus failed to solve the ‘‘problem”’ of the dry 
country, or even minimize it. There are substan- 
tially as many people on the land there as before 
the opportunity to move was extended, and every 
prospect that they intend to stay. That is pretty 
strong argument and whatever is to be done on 
their behalf will have to be done by showing them 
how to farm successfully where they are, rather 
than by encouraging them to go somewhere else 
to farm. The dry belt farmers vither cannot get 
out or do not want to get out. If they are not 
lacking in means they are certainly not lacking in 
resolution or in faith that their country can make 
good as an agricultural country. 

The alternatives, for the province and for the 
Dominion, therefore seem to be to finance a com- 
prehensive scheme for shifting thousands of peo- 
ple who are by no means anxious to move out of 
those districts into others; or to concentrate ef- 
forts to find and bring into general use there such 
methods of farming as will give the settlers the 
best chance to make a living one year with an- 


other. ; 
However unwise ii may look to out-siders 


who cannot get their eyes off the financial records 
of recent years, there is something encouraging 10 
the spectacle of the dry be it farmers refusing to 
guit. In no other part of the West have farmers 
been called on to stand such trying conditions, re- 

eated year after year and cumulative in their ad- 
verse results. There is something worth while in 
people who stick to their farms under such cir- 
eumstances, and their faith goes a long way to con- 


| own advantage to the limit. With a family row in 


vince an unprejudiced observer that there is some- 
thing worth while also in the country to which 
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they cling. Southern Alberta bas pro- 
duced some remarkable crops in the 
past, crons so remarkable that the mem- 
ory of them has survived a_ succession 


alive that history will repeat itself, But while 
the furmers are waiting for the miracle to happen 
again they are getting further into debt every 
year, and the province is called on every winter 
to provide relief on a more or less general scale 
for farm families who would else be in want. 
There must be some way of taking the uncertain 
ty out of farming in the south, at least enough of 
it to give the farmers a decidedly better chance 
of breaking even with the world than they have 
under present conditions, 

There is nothing the matter with the soil in 
the dry districts. That has been demonstrated 
beyond any argument. Lack of moisture is the 
only condition that prevents successful farming 
there on the same lines as are followed elsewhere 
in the prairie country. But because wheat-grow- 
ing there cannot be carried on with assurance it 
does not follow that no kind of farming is possible 
without correspondingly heavy risks. Wheat re- 
quires a fairly generous amount of rainfall, and 
that at certain points in the season, if success is to 
be guaranteed. That amount of rainfall at the 
time required cannot be counted on in the dry dis- 
tricts. The conclusion may not be far wrong that 
wheat-growing in that part of the country is a 
forlorn hope, certainly without some re-adaptation 
of methods to the peculiar local conditions. 

But man does not live by bread alone, and 
wheat is not the only crop that can be grown in 
Western Canada for which there is a stable de- 
mand at prices which leave the producer as much 
for his investment and labor. There are crops 
which require leas moisture, or less of it at the 
particular time that wheat requires it. At the 
most, nothing worse has been proven than that 
wheat will have to be abandoned as the chief 
cash-crop of the southern farmers. 

What then? That is the question that con- 
fronts the agricultural experts of the province 
and the Dominion. If they can find a substitute 
that will mature with the average amount of 
moisture available in that region, perhaps by 
practising farm methods not previously employed 
there or elsewhere in the West, they will redeem 
a vast tract of territory from the doubtful col- 
umn, will rescue thousands of farm families from a 
precarious position, and will confer as great bene- 
fit upon the country as though they attracted a 
corresponding number of enterprising and indus- 
trious settlers from foreign countries to the no- 
more-fertile lands in districts which are blessed 
with «: more abundant average rainfall. 


GIVE THEM A CHANCE. 


The coasting season is here again, and the small 
boy has been at it—on occasion despite parental 
injunctions and police surveillance. Edmonton is 
rich in hillsides, but unfortunately not many of 
them are safe for coasting, because most. are used 
for team traffic or are crossed by thoroughfares 
where the youngsters are liable to get run over. 
Surely one of the least used grades in either end 
of the city could be set aside for the little folks, 
and teams and autos required to use some other 
roadways for the time being. 


WHOSE BUSINESS? 


London papers are busy picking out a wife for 
the Prince of Wales. It seems to be the opinion in 
that quarter that it is time the young man was 
married. His mentors at least do him the honor 
of crediting him with a wide range of choice and 
a cosmopolitan taste. Within a week they have 
engaged him to an Italian princess and a Scotch 
girl. No one knows but that before they are 
through they will have betrothed him to an 
American heiress, a Geisha girl and a Hindu 
snake-charmer. Meantime it is to be suspected, 
and ardently hoped, that the level-headed young 
man is exercising his right as a British subject 
to do precisely a8 he pleases in the matter. And 
that when he does take a partner it will be the 
result of ‘‘secret diplomacy’’ between the parties 
concerned, and not the doing of some alleged 
statesman who clings to the exploded theory that 
political matches are the ties that bind nations in 
the bonds of peace. The British Empire ought to 


be big enough and strong enough that its pro- 
spective sovereign can be allowed to choose for 
himself the woman he is going to have to live with, 
and the present Prince seems to be rather the type 
of man to put the matter to the test. As for inter- 
national matrimonial alliances, they do little or 
nothing to keep the peace in these days when wars 
are made by public opinion and not by the will of 
kings.

THE LINE OF DIVISION. 


The British Premier defines the cleavage at 
Paris in a way to illuminate the situation and to 
also show how little chance there was that a com- 
promise could be reached which would enable the 
‘Allies to act together. France he says, wants to 
take whatever can be taken in satisfaction of the 
reparations payments now due, leaving future 
developments to be dealt with as they arise. The 
British Government held that to extract 80 mil- 
lions sterling from Germany in the current year 
would leave the country bankrupt, and that a 
bankrupt debtor is an unlikely source of future 
payments. The French view is that of a country 
desperately in need of immediate money, and 
forced by circumstances to discount future pros 
pects in order to get it. The British view is that 
of a creditor not so hard pressed for funds, and 
who thinks it better business to allow a debtor to 
carry on than to close him out forthwith.
